the Air Force, the court left- 
Kehrli eligible for pension upon 
retirement. His length of serv- 
ice makes him eligible to retire 
now. 


The verdict and sentence are 


subject to automatic review by 
Gen. Lucius D. Clay Jr., com- 
mander of the 7th Air Force, 
and the Court of Military Re- 
view in Washington. Clay or- 
dered the court-martial, and 
Kehrli's lawyer indicated he 
would ask the general to delay 
imprisonment while the review 
is pending. 


The highest-ranking 
officer

Kehrli, 46, was commander of 
the squadron at the time of the 
offenses. He could have re- 
ceived 35 years in prison and 
been dismissed from the service 
with loss of pay and allowances. 


Kehrli showed no emotion as 


the verdict and later the sen- 
tence was read to him in the 
trial room at Tan Son Nhut air 
base. 


Although he did not testify 


during the trial, Kehrli took the 
stand after the verdict was read 
and asked the board to consider 
his record in setting his penalty. 


Reading calmly and steadily 


from notes, Kehrli reviewed his 
school life in Portland, Ore., 
and his military career. 


His family now lives at Will- 


mar, Minn. 
During the five-day trial, five 
sergeants and an airman who 
served under Kehrli testified 
that they had smoked marijua- 
na with him in his quarters or in 
a staff car en route to a Saigon 
restaurant. 


An Army intelligence officer, 


1st Lt. Peter C. Jackson, 27, of 
Chicago, told the court that 
Kehrli once told him he thought 
marijuana was a "good thing" 
because it helped him close the 
generation gap with his men. 
"Smoking grass won't hurt you, 
but cigarettes will," Jackson 
said the heavy-set colonel tcld 
him.

Arkla Insists 
Pipeline Is 
Necessary 


LITTLE ROCK (AP) — An of- 


ficial of Arkansas Louisiana Gas 
Co. says that natural gas re- 
serves for Arkla's domestic cus- 
tomers will be exhausted with- 
in eight years unless the way is 
cleared for construction of its 
proposed pipeline into the Ana- 
darko Basin. 


D. W. Weir of Shreveport, ex- 


ecutive vice president of Arkla, 
made the statement Monday be- 
fore the state Public Service 
Commission. 


The PSC is considering with- 


drawing its approval of Arkla's 
longterm contracts with about 
60 industrial customers. Arkla 
supports the action, saying it 
needs the additional revenue to 
finance the Anadarko project. 
The proposed action is being op- 
posed by many of Arkla's big- 
gest industrial customers. 


The hearings opened Jan. 6 


and 7 with testimony from sev- 
eral Arkla officials. Attorneys 
for the industrial gas customers 
began cross-examining the wit- 
nesses Monday, but Weir was 
the only witness called. 


While on the stand, Weir said 


the eight-year limit on existing 
gas reserves would apply even 
if the gas supply to large indus- 
trial users was curtailed. 


Attorneys for the iddustrial 


users argued that the contracts 
were made in good faith by both 
parties and should be honored.

Grandpa Racket 
Is a Hockey 
Super Star 


NEW YORK (AP) - He 


shows a bit of gray around the 
temples and a few more pounds 
around the middle—but when 
Maurice Richard really wants 
to make you feel old, he re- 
minds you that he's a grand- 
father. 


Grandpa 
Rocket, 
hockey's 


first superstar, is a Montreal oil 
company executive now and 
loks as comfortable in a gray 
flannel suit as he did in the red, 
white and blue uniform that he 
wore with the Montreal Cana- 
diens for 18 years. 


Richard was hockey's all-time 


goal scoring champ with 544 
regular-season scores when he 
retired in 1960. Since then, De- 
troit's Gordie Howe and Bobby 
Hull of Chicago have 
both ' 


passed him. Howe has 782 now ' 
and Hull, who scored two goals 
Sunday night to pass the Rock- 
et, has 546. 


"It makes me feel 
funny 


seeing them pass the record," 
said Richard. "But I don't really 
feel bad about it. You know, it's 
not the record anymore." 
: 


Richard accumulated his total 


in 978 games and he always ' 
pointed out that Howe needed ' 
1,132 games to pass it. Hull took 
937 games—a fact that appar- 
ently impressed Richard. 


"I think he can reach Howe's ' 


total before he's through," the 
Rocket said. "The way they're 
scoring today, Hull can do it." 


Richard resists the urge to 


put down modern hockey com- 
pared to the game that he 
played in the 1940s and 50s. 
"But I'll tell you one thing. 
There could never be a 100-point 
scorer 15 or 20 years ago. We 
only played 50 or 60 games a 
season. Now it's up to 78 games ; 
and there are more chances to 
score more points. It's easier to- 
day." 


Phil Esposito recently passed 


the 100-point plateau for the sec- 
ond time in his career and is 
threatening his own single-sea- 
son mark of 126 points. He is 
one of the players Richard be- 
lieves could eventually pass the 
544 mark. 


"Jean Beliveau has 500 now 


and if he plays a couple of more 
years, he could do it. Esposito 


think^Bufefrdgn^see any- 
else around 'who might 


pass it," the Rocket said. 


"The game is a lot faster to- 


day," Richard continued. "With 
the curved blade, everybody's 
shooting the puck from all over 
the ice. There's not as much 
good passing and fewer plays 
being made. I miss that."

Epileptics Now 
Save on Medicines 


By LAWRENCE LAMB, M.D, 


If you know anyone who 


has epilepsy, you can help 
them save money on their 
medical bills. There are over 
two million people with epi- 
lepsy in the United States 
and some authorities think 
as many as one out of 50 
people have this problem. 
The cost of medicine for life 
is a major financial burden 
to the epileptic or his family. 


The National E p i l e p s y 


League has set up a program 
to reduce the cost of medi- 
cine by running a self-sup- 
porting pharmacy. Patients 
can reduce the cost of their 
medicine by as much as 25 
per cent. Here is how it 
works. 


By servicing a large num- 


ber of p e o p l e the N.E.L. 
pharmacy can order medi- 
cine in large amounts at a 
cheaper rate. The savings 
are passed on to members 
who have joined the service. 


That is not all. The phar- 


macy controls the quality of 
the medicines to make sure 
that all the medicines are 
fresh and of the highest pro- 
fessional quality. 


Anyone with epilepsy can 


join the service for $1 a year 
and those interested should 
contact the N.E.L. Service, 
222 N. M i c h i g a n Avenue, 
Chicago, 111. 60601. Parents 
or guardians of a child with 
epilepsy can order for him. 


Of course, the pharmacy 


fills prescriptions only from 
the patient's doctor. Like 
any other p h a r m a c y the 
service does not offer advice 
on medications or epilepsy. 
That is up to the patient's 
doctor. 


The medicine is m a i l e d 


promptly in a plain wrapper. 
All mail and even money 
o r d e r s can s i m p l y be 
marked N.E.L. Service. 


If you know of someone 


with epilepsy and don't want 
to talk to them about it, you 
can send their name and 
address to Ihe.N.^.L. Sery- 
ice and they "will"contact the 
person directly. 


Anyone with epilepsy can 


join. All they need to do is 
send their name and address 
along with their doctor's pre- 
scription to the service. The 
N.E.L. Service will bill them 
later. The medicine must be 
paid for within 30 days. 


It takes about two weeks 


to get medicine, so orders 
should be placed two weeks 
before the home m e d i c a l 
supply runs out. 


Now that is what I call a 
r e a l constructive program 
and I hope it helps a lot of 
people. It is a nonprofit or- 
ganization, but it isn't a 
charity. All the m e m b e r s 
pay for their service. The 
more people who utilize the 
service, the easift- it will be 
to provide quality medicines 
at lower cost. We need a few 
more services like that for

Lightning on the Links 


Claps of distant thunder failed 


to dampen Freddie's determina- 
tion to finish his round of golf. 
But when the rain began to fall, 
he took hasty refuge in a weath- 
er shelter near the thirteenth tee. 


Moments 
later, 
a 
bolt 
of 


lightning struck the shelter and 
knocked Freddie flat. For the re- 
sulting injuries, he filed a damage 
suit against the management of 
the club. 


"I realize the lightning itself 


was an act of God," he told the 
court. "But they invited trouble 
when they put that shelter where 
they did. They put it right out in 
the open, on high ground. No 


wonder it was struck by light- 
ning." 


However, the court decidod 


'that Freddie had no "case". "Even 
if the shelter's location was less 
than ideal, said the court, the 
chance of such a freak accident 
was still too remote to pin the 
blame on the management. 


"Lightning," said the court, "is 


inconsistent (and) inscrutable. It 
is no respecter of persons, places 
or occasions." 


When a golfer pays his fee, 


he is entitled to reasonably safe 
conditions on the course. But, as 
Freddie's case illustrates, he does 
not get a guarantee of absolute 
safety. 


Nor can he blame the man- 


agement for an injury that might 
well be the 
fault 
of another 


golfer. 


Thus, the management was 


held not liable when a golfer sat 
down on a bench and it tipped 
over. His argument was that the 
bench had been placed 
negli- 


gently on uneven ground. But the 
court said there was no way of 
telling whether the bench 
had 


been put there by employees of 
the club or by some other golfer. 


On the other hand, the man- 


agement can indeed be held re- 
sponsible for failing to ward off 
foreseeable accidents. In another 
case, a golfer walking through 
the 
parking 
lot was 
knocked 


down by a wayward tee shot. As 
it happened, balls flew that way 
with considerable frequency. Yet, 
no fence had been erected as a 
safeguard. 


This time, the club had to pay 


substantial damages to the vic- 
tim. The judge said it was not 
hard for the management to put 
up a fence — and not hard to 
foresee accidents if it didn't.

: The five-man gang is led by 
former Istanbul University law 
student Deniz Gezmis and has 
been at large since its first suc- 
cessful bank raid Jan. 11. 


Officials would say only that 


Finley's abductors were be- 
lieved to be leftist extremists, 
active for the past year in ter- 
rorist attacks against American 
servicemen and their families. 
: Turkish police said at least 
three men took part in the kid- 
naping about 3 a.m. Monday at 
an American installation on the 
outskirts of Ankara. 
: The kidnapers entered the 
base apparently undetected and 
forced Finley into a truck while 
he was on guard duty. A few 
hours later the pickup truck was 
found empty and abandoned, its 
motor still running and with a 
flat tire 10 miles outside Anka- 
ra. 


The kidnaping jolted

American community in Tur- 
key.

been building up to 


this," said a U.S. diplomat of 
the spreading wave of anti- 
American violence in Turkey. 
There have been bomb attacks 
against U.S. installations and 
Americans have been roughed 
up, insulted and threatened. 


"We had our fingers crossed 


kidnaping wouldn't spread to 
Turkey, but here it is," said a 
security officer at the U.S. Em- 
bassy in Ankara. 'He said for 
more than a year special securi- 
ty measures have been taken to 
protect several thousand Ameri- 
can civilians and servicemen in 
Ankara. 


Turkish police have rein- 


forced Turkish troops guarding 
U.S. installations. 
Americans 


are not allowed to carry weap- 
ons for guard duty. Turkish po- 
lice also are stationed at the 
residence of the U.S. ambassa- 
dor. 


Anti-Americanism first ap- 


peared 
in 1964 when many 


Turks resented the lack of U.S. 
support in their dispute with 
Greece over Cyprus. It has in- 
tensified with the growth of ex- 
tremism in Turkish universities 
in the past two years.

Cabinet fnembers and Republi- 
can congressional leaders out on

PINE BLUFF, Ark. (AP) - 


Several 
hundred white and 


black parents of the newly de- 
segregated Coleman school 
area of the Watson Chapel 
School District are "trying to 
make the best of a bad situa- 
tion" by working on weekends 
to spruce up the school's ap- 
pearance. 


Coleman was the all-black 


school in the district before a 
court-ordered total integration 
plan was implemented in the 
district last Thursday. Coleman 
now houses grades five through 
eight and has 710 white pupils 
and 617 Negro pupils. There 
have been several walkouts by 
white pupils at Watson Chapel 
High School, the former all- 
white school in the district, and 
in neighboring schools in sym- 
pathy protests to the court-or- 
dered plan. 


There has been no major in- 


cident in the district since total 
uuegration was implemented in 
'he district. 


Alaska Oil 
Line Hearings 
Are Started

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 


federal government is opening 
hearings on plans for an 800- 
mile pipeline to tap the rich oil- 
fields on Alaska's North Slope, a 
project fought by natives and 
environmentalists. 


The 
Interior 
Department 


Scheduled hearings today and 
Wednesday on an application by 
Alyeska Pipeline Service Co. to 
construct the 48-inch-diameter 
tube from the North Slope to the 
warm-water port of Valdez on 
the Gulf of Alaska. 


A related hearing will be held 


Wednesday by the Senate Interi- 
or Committee on claims by 
55,000 Eskimos, Aleuts and In- 
dians to ancestral rights to 
much of Alaska's land. 


Alyeska officials say the na- 


tive land claims must be settled 
before construction can start. 


The pipeline is blocked by two 


temporary federal court injunc- 
tions, one obtained by conserva- 
tionists and the other by an 
Alaska native village in the 
pipeline's path. 
. The 
conservation 
group 


claims the pipeline, across fed- 
eral land, would violate the gov- 
ernment's environmental pro- 
tection law. They claim friction 
of the rushing oil could melt the 
frozen ground, buckle the pipe- 
line and flood the land with oil. 


In addition, the group con- 


tends, the proposed 
pipeline 


would disrupt migration of Alas- 
kan animals and destroy the na- 
tive life style, they say. 


The injunction granted the na- 


tive village is tied in with 
claims before the Interior Com- 
mittee. 


Official subject of the commit- 


tee hearing is a bill by Chair- 
man Henry M. Jackson, D- 
Wash., and other senators in- 
cluding Ted Stevens, R-Alaska, 
and Mike Gravel, D-Alaska. The 
measure passed the Senate but 
not the House last session. 


It calls for federal payment of 


1500 million to Alaska natives 
for land they claim. In addition, 
the bill would provide up to $500 
million in royalties for minerals 
and oil found on the land and 
give the natives clear title to 10 
million acres of land. 


Testimony also is expected on 


bills proposed by Sens. Edward 
M. Kennedy, D-Mass., and Fred 
R. Harris, D-Okla., and by 
Reps. Wayne N. Aspinall, D- 
Colo., and James Haley, D-Fla. 


Kennedy and Harris plan to 


introduce a bill they say is 
backed by the Alaska Federa- 
tion of Natives. It would give 
the natives 60 million acres of 
land plus the cash and royalties 
of the Jackson bill. 


The bill sponsored by Haley 


and Aspinall would give the na- 
tives title to three times the 
acres occupied by their villages 
and permission to hunt, fish and 
trap on an additional 40 million 
acres. It also would provide $500 


million in federal payments plus 
$500 million from mineral and 
oil royalties—half 
of 
which 


would come from the state's 
share of production revenues. 


Present law gives the state 90 


per cent of mineral royalties 
from public lands in Alaska.
